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RETAIL SALES TRENDS UNCHANGED IN FEBRUARY 


ETAIL SALES in the first month of the trading year are 
normally below the average for the year owing to reduced sales 
in the non-food categories. Turnover in February proved no 
exception to this rule, according to the sample of large-scale retailers 
who supply information to the Board of Trade each month ; total 
sales were 3 per cent. below the average for the previous twelve 
months in spite of a rise of 6 per cent. from the low level in January. 
This reflects no change in the upward trend, however, since sales 
were 9 per cent. above a year ago. Price changes have had little 
effect on the monthly movement since the level of all retail prices as 
measured by the Ministry of Labour Interim Index of Retail Prices 
remained almost unchanged from mid-January to mid-February. 
The total figures are depressed by the low level of non-food 
merchandise sales at this time of the year; these in February 
remained unchanged from the previous month and 13 per cent. 
below the average for the 1949/50 trading year just ended, although 
4 per cent. above a year earlier. Apparel sales were particularly low, 
and actually showed a decline from the January figure, in contrast 
to last year’s rise. But turnover then had been influenced by the 
steps taken to alleviate clothes rationing before its complete abolition 
in the following month. These resulted in an increase in turnover 
which ran counter to the seasonal movement both of pre-war and 
other post-war years. Household goods, on the other hand, showed 
a rise of 6 per cent. over the January figure, as they had done in the 
previous year, and were 11 per cent. above February 1949. 


Food Sales Rise 


Turnover in the food and perishables group showed a greater 
seasonal rise, increasing to 10 per cent. above the January re, 
as it had done in 1949. At this level it was 5 per cent. above the 
previous twelve months’ average and 12 per cent. above a year earlier, 
though the rise in volume of sales was very much less than that 
owing to the price rises which have taken place in the intervening 
mont With the exception of Central London, where cafe sales, 


( 


are the most important item, regional movements were relatively 
close to the average. 

Stocks of food and perishables were again very little higher— 
2 per cent—by value than a year ago and almost certainly lower in 
quantity. Non-food stocks on the other hand were 21 per cent. 
higher, the rise being most marked in apparel, stocks of which were 
30 per cent. above February 1949 and 14 per cent. above the January 
level in preparation for the spring shopping season. 


Low Apparel Sales 


The new trading year opened with apparel sales only 3 per 
cent. above February 1949, but this was chiefly due to abnormal 
sales movements in 1949 since the fall of 3 per cent. from the 
January level was no sharper than was to be expected from past 
experience. As usual between these two months, the greatest 
decline, of 10 per cent., occurred in footwear sales, which were 
reduced to below the level of a year earlier for the second month in 
succession. Sales of men’s wear continued to show a greater 
increase over the previous year than women’s wear—6 per cent. 
compared with 3 per cent.—but fell more sharply from the level of 
January. Among the regions a feature of the figures was the 8 per 
cent. fall compared with last year in sales of men’s and boys’ wear 
in Scotland, in contrast to the rise of 6 per cent. in the total figures. 
This appears to have been a genuine regional difference not attribu- 
table to any irregularity of the sample. 

In the sub-categories of women’s wear, outerwear sales were 1 per 
cent. lower than a year ago, when sales had been affected by the 
freeing of woollen clothing from rationing. For the same reason 
sales of dress materials, which have shown substantial increases 
in each month of 1949 compared with 1948, were only 4 per cent. up. 
Unlike the other sub-categories for which index numbers are 
prepared, however, they remained at the same level as in January, 
the seasonal movement differing from that of made-up clothing. 
The other sub-category to show a decline over 1949 was millinery, 
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Cc ONTENTS sales of which have benefited least by the cessation of clothes 


rationing.

only very slightly below that shown by the previous twelve months 
average, and maintains the steady upward trend. 

The sample i is less complete for the sub-categories of furniture and 
furnishings, but sales of both furniture and bedding, and furnishing 
fabrics and household textiles, showed similar movements, rising by 
4 and 2 per cent., respectively, above January, and by 17 and 15 per 
cent. above twelve months earlier. The latter figures were slightly 
higher in the case of furniture and lower in the case of furnishings 
than the increases in the figures of the trading year just ended.

Chemists’ Wares 


Contrary to the movements in the three preceding years, when sales 
have remained stationary or declined, turnover of chemists’ wares 
rose by 2 per cent. in February, over the previous month. The 
January figure had, however, been abnormally low in comparison 
with the twelve months’ cumulative figures, and the trend is appar- 
ently maintaining its tendency towards a slight increase over the 
previous year, Stocks were again 15 per cent. higher than twelve 
months earlier. 


Other Non-Food Goods 


Among the remaining categories of goods, sales of which are 
reported by an insufficiently large sample of firms to permit the con- 
struction of index numbers, turnover declined in comparison with 
twelve months previously for the second month in succession in all 
except the miscellaneous and unspecified group. Jewellery, leathe: 
and fancy goods sales declined by less than 1 per cent., suggesting that 
the downward adjustment from the high post-war level, which has 
continued for the last seven months, may be coming to anend. Both 
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books and stationery and sales of music, however, fell by over 10 
cent. compared with twelve months previously, both falls being

greater than that of the previous trading year’s cumulative figures. 
Stocks in the latter case, and in that of sports and cycles, increased. 


Seasonal Rise in Food Sales 

The increase of 10 per cent. in the sales of food and perishables 
between January and February was almost identical with that of the 
previous year, and the increase on February 1949—12 per cent.—was 
only 1 per cent. lower than that recorded in January. 

Among the categories the outstanding increase over a year earlier 
was that of 45 per cent. in meat sales, where the ration has changed ; 
some of this increase is, of course, due to the rise in prices, but there 
has also been some quantitative rise in the ration. The next increase 
in order of importance is that of 20 per cent. in sales of sweets and 
chocolate. ‘This is much greater than can be accounted for by the 
increase in the ration which took place during the period, and is due 
to an expansion of sales by certain shops which cannot be regarded 
as representing the state of total trade throughout the country, but 
merely its distribution between different types of retailer. This 
factor also considerably affects the regional figures. Another sharp 
decline took place in sales of fish, poultry and game, which have been 
considerably affected by the greater availability of other food and are 
now 18 per cent. below the corresponding month of two years earlier. 
Wines and spirits sales declined again, as they have done in all but 
one of the last fourteen months. Milk sales, on the other hand, 
benefited greatly from the freedom from rationing and increased 
supplies and showed the biggest rise over a year earlier since last April, 
but for this commodity too the sample may not be representative.

(i) Definitions of the various categories were given on page 609 of 
the Board of Trade Journal for April 19, 1947.

(ii) As the figures are derived from returns showing the values of 
goods sold during and stocks at the end of each month they are affected 
by price movements, including changes due to the incidence of 
purchase tax.

Travel Allowance for Belgium 


THE Treasury announce that the full basic travel allowance for the 

travel year May 1, 1950 to April 30, 1951, which, as already 
announced, is the equivalent of £50 for adults and £35 for children 
under 15, may be spent in Belgium and Luxemburg, although not 
more than £30 may be spent in a stay of less than eight days. 

No limit will be placed on the number of people travelling in 
Belgium and Luxemburg in May and June 1950; for the remainder 
of the travel year a limit of £1} million will be placed on the total 
expenditure on tourism in Belgium and Luxemburg. 

To obtain Belgian currency for tourist travel an authorization must 
be obtained from the Currency Authorization Office for Travel to 
Belgium and Luxemburg, 6 Bishopsgate, London, E.C.2. 

Applications for authorizations must be made, by post only, on 
special forms, one for each applicant, with a fee of 3s. The forms may 
be obtained from the Currency Authorization Office (address as above), 
or from Banks and Tourist Agencies in the United Kingdom. 

Applications for special allotments for business, educational or 
health reasons, or for special car allowance (£10) should be made 
direct to a Bank.

Scottish Manufacturers Launch 
New Export Scheme 


COTTISH Furniture Manufacturers are making an ambitious 
attempt to enter the dollar markets with furniture of a high standard 
of contemporary design. 


Leading furniture manufacturers in Scotland have formed a new 
company—Scottish Furniture Manufacturers Ltd.—which will 
promote the export campaign, undertake the necessary market 
research, commission the designers, and allocate the manufacture of 
the furniture to individual firms. 


The newly-formed company has already carried out a preliminary 
survey of prospective markets in the United States and Canada. 
Leading British furniture designers have been commissioned to 
prepare designs for these markets and these designs are now in the 
process of manufacture. 


Lord Bilsland, President of the Scottish Council (Development and 
Industry), speaking at the luncheon in London arranged by the 
company said there was imagination, boldness and sound business 
sense in the way the project had been conceived and planned. He 
thought this was the first occasion in which the manufacturers of a 
leading Scottish industry had joined together to launch a new company 
with the primary aim of promoting exports to the dollar markets. 
This form of collective organization should provide a means of con- 
centrating the efforts of individual manufacturers in a way which 
should prove more effective than haphazard individual attempts in the 
same field. He hoped the lead in adopting this form of organization 
would be closely considered by other industries entering, or already 
in, the export field.

1,000 Tons of Exhibits Moving 
into B.LF. at Birmingham 


THe FIRST loads of more than 1,000 tons of engineering exhibits 

are now being moved into position at Castle Bromwich, Birming- 
ham, world’s largest single-floor exhibition building, in preparation 
for the 1950 British Industries Fair, which will be held from May 8 
to 19. 

Site preparations for the London sections of the Fair (Olympia and 
Earls Court) started in the first week in April. Unlike Castle 
Bromwich, the London buildings are not available to the organizers 
of the Fair all the year round. 

One of the first exhibits to arrive at Castle Bromwich was a 15-ton 
mixing machine for the artificial silk industry. Other items expected 
in the next week or two include a giant pile-driver 80 feet high, a 
stone-crusher of 40 tons, a roadmaking “ factory '"’ 90 feet long and 
27 feet high. 

Many of the heaviest exhibits at the B.I.F. this year will be found 
in the special display at Birmingham of civil engineering contractors’ 
plant, in which twenty-nine manufacturers will present the latest 
products which they are currently exporting to 70 countries. 

Oryvanized by the Federation of Manufacturers of Contractors’ 
Plant, this display will occupy some 65,000 square feet of actual stand 
space.

Women’s Utility Seamless Hose 
Specifications 

AN ORDER® has been made which brings into force on April 13, 

1950, Supplement No. 6 to Schedule K of Utility Knitted Goods. 

This Supplement introduces three general specifications of 
women’s Utility seamless hose. These general specifications cover the 
types of seamless hose previously covered by 17 more detailed speci- 
fications which are now omitted from the Hosiery Schedule. The 
maximum prices for these stockings are the same for manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers. The corresponding Order for distributors 
will be the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 
1949 (Amendment No. 7) Order, 1950+ which comes into force on 
the same day. 

The Supplement also increases the manufacturers’ maximum price 
of a Utility knitted cloth, Specification Number 1597A.

Maximum Price for Carpets Made 
in India and Pakistan 


HE Board of ‘Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 

Regulation Committee, have made an Order* which supersedes 
the Imported Carpets (Maximum Prices) Order, 1950, S.I. 1950 
No. 191. In respect of carpets manufactured in India and Pakistan a 
maximum price of 39s. 6d. per square yard (exclusive of purchase tax) 
is substituted for the delivered cost and 124 per cent. thereof on a 
sale otherwise than by retail. There is a corresponding amendment 
in the provision relating to composite businesses, and importers and 
wholesalers are now required to show on their invoices the country 
in which the imported carpets were manufactured. 

The joint margin of 124 per cent. on delivered cost for importers 
and wholesalers continues to apply to imported carpets manufactured 
in countries other than India and Pakistan and the overriding maxi- 
mum price of 54s. per square yard (exclusive of purchase tax) applies 
to carpets imported from all countries. 

The new Order will come into operation on April 11.

Utility Mattresses, Pillows, Bolsters 
and Quilts 


HE Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 

Regulation Committee, have made the following Orders 

The Utility Bedding (Maximum Prices) Order, 1950 (SL. 1950 
No. 550, price 4d., by post 5d.) ; 

The Utility Quilts (Manufacture and Supply) (Amendment) 
Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950 No. 552, price 2d., by post 3d.) ; and 

The Utility Quilts (Maximum Prices) Order, 1950 (S.I. 1950 
No. 553, price 3d., by post, 4d.). 

The first Order fixes wholesalers’ and retailers’ maximum, and 
overriding maximum, prices for all new Utility mattresses, pillows 
and bolsters bearing the grade symbols in Column 1 of the Schedule. 
Manufacturers’ maximum prices for those articles were fixed by the 
Bedding (Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1950 (S.1I. 1950 No. 162) 
which came into operation on February 13, 1950. Pending the 
publication of the new Order, wholesalers’ and retailers’ maximum 
prices have been governed by the margin provisions in the Utility 
Bedding (Maximum Prices) (No. 3) Order, 1946 (as amended). 
The latter Order ceases to have effect except in relation to Utility 
mattresses, pillows and bolsters to which the grade marks (now 
superseded) shown in the First and Second Schedules to that Order 
have already been applied. 

The second Order amends manufacturers’ maximum prices for 
two descriptions of quilts—down and light kapok. For a number of 
the former, the new prices are lower, by 1s. 2d. to 2s. in the adult 
sizes, and by 3d. to 1s. 8d. in the cot sizes, than those in the current 
Order. Prices of the latter have been increased by 10d. to 1s. 6d. 
in the adult sizes and by 6d. to 1s. in the cot sizes. The new Order 
also permits ‘‘ D.Q.5’’ down quilts to be made with a plain panel. 

The third Order fixes wholesalers’ and retailers’ maximum and 
overriding maximum prices, for all Utility quilts. Hitherto, these 
prices have been included (with Utility mattressess, pillow and bolster 
prices) in Utility Bedding (Maximum Prices) Orders. The increases 
and reductions made in the Manufacture and Supply Order are reflectd 
in this Order. 

All three of the Orders will be published on Tuesday, April 11, 
and will come into operation on April 18.

Hire Purchase Order Amended 


HE Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 

Regulation Committee, have made the Hire-Purchase and Credit 
Sale Agreements (Maximum Prices and Charges) (Amendment) 
Order, 1950*. The Order amends the principal Order by defining 
the expressions “ bedding’’ and ‘furniture’? and by simplifying 
the third requirement in the Third Schedule, which relates to hire- 
purchase and long-term credit sale agreements comprising both 
price-controlled goods and other goods. 

The new Order was published on Thursday, April 6, and will 
come into operation on Wednesday, April 12.

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Purchase Tax on Sales to Visitors 


Sales to United States and Canadian Visitors 


T HAS BEEN decided as an experimental concession to extend 

the present coupon scheme announced in the Board of Trade 

Journal on August 20, 1949, under which United States and Canadian 
visitors are able to buy articles of apparel across the counter free of 
tax. In future when changing their dollars at a bank visitors will 
receive a larger allowance of coupons, at the rate of one sheet of 
five coupons for each complete £15 worth of dollars changed, up to 
a maximum of 180 (36 sheets) per visitor in any period of twelve 
months. In addition, coupons may be used in the purchase of any 
goods liable to purchase tax, not merely articles of apparel. The 
existing coupons may be accepted by traders for this wider purpose 
as from April 11, 1950, the word “‘Apparel’’ being ignored pending 
the issue of fresh coupons. The procedure to be followed will be on 
the same general lines as at present, though with certain modifications. 
The new procedure is set out in the appendix below. United States 
and Canadian visitors who have used all their coupons, or who wish 
to keep them for other purchases may have goods exported in the 
same way as other visitors under the arrangements described below. 


Exports by Post, as Merchandise, or as 
Passenger’s Baggage 


It is to be expected that visitors not covered by the coupon scheme 
will usually do their incidental shopping while in this country in the 
ordinary way and pay the normal shop prices. In the case, however, of 
larger purchases, where the tax is an important consideration and the 
visitor wishes therefore to have the goods exported free of tax, the 
following arrangements will apply :— 

It is already open to registered purchase tax traders to export 
goods to an address abroad tax-free from their untaxed stock in the 
ordinary way by post or as merchandise. 

If a registered trader is unable to fulfil such an order from his 
untaxed stock, he may, in future, as a concession, fulfil it from stock 
which has already borne tax, and on the usual proof of exportation 
may take credit in his purchase tax account for the actual amount of 
tax involved. This will apply whether he accounted for tax himself 
on appropriating the goods to his retail stock or whether he bought 
them from another registered trader tax-paid. Goods exported by 
post or as merchandise otherwise than to a visitor’s order (e.g., in 
pursuance of a mail order from abroad) may be dealt with in the 
same way. 

The concession whereby tax relief is allowed on goods shipped as 
passenger’s baggage under the Personal Export Scheme will in future 
apply only where the parcel shipped is of a retail value, tax-exclusive, 
of £10 or more, where 

(i) that is the case ; 

(ii) the goods are personal or household effects which a passenger 

may reasonably be expected to have with him ; and 

(iii) the purchaser is an overseas visitor or a United Kingdom 

resident proceeding abroad for at least a year ; 

(N.B.—The concession is not available to members of the 
crew of a ship or aircraft or personnel of B.A.O.R. or the 
Control Commission for Germany and Aurtria.) 

registered traders may despatch the parcel to the railway, shipping 
or airline company concerned for delivery to the ship or aircraft 
by which the purchaser is leaving, as at present. For the time being 
the existing form PX/1 should be used. The directions in Notes 1 to 3 
and 6 and 7 on the back of that form will remain in force. But Notes 4 
and 5 are superseded and the arrangement described in the fourth 
paragraph of this article may be applied. 

Where conditions (i), (ii) and (iii) of the last paragraph apply but 
the retailer is not a registered purchase tax trader, he may with the 
agreement of his registered supplier despatch the goods on the latter’s 
behalf. On receiving proof of shipment on form PX/1 duly certified by 
a Customs Officer in respect of goods shipped as baggage, the registered 
supplier may take credit for the tax in his purchase tax account, and may 
credit the retailer accordingly. No other evidence of exportation such 
as might be available if the retailer exported the goods by post or as 
merchandise can be accepted and waiver of tax on goods exported by 
unregistered traders through such channels cannot be allowed. 

The new arrangements will apply to all goods exported on or after 
April 11, 1950 ; but in order to enable traders to execute any orders 


which may have already been received for exportation as passengers’ 
baggage, the revised minimum value of £10 per parcel will not apply 
to goods exported before May 1, 1950. 


Appendix 


Procedure under the Coupon Scheme for United States and Canadian 
Visitors 
1. When making a purchase under the scheme the visitor must produce 
his coupon sheet and his passport and a bill must be prepared in duplicate 
bearing a full description of the goods—-see paragraph 6 below. The trader 
must note on t!.e copy bill the number and country of issue of the visitor’s 
passport and che visitor must sign the copy. 


2. The visitor must sign the following declaration :— 

“These goods are for the personal use of myself or my family 
and will not be disposed of to any other person in this country. 
They will be taken abroad within three months of this date, or 
used up before I leave.” 


The signed declaration must be attached to the copy bill and must remain 
so attached. Traders may find it convenient to have a supply of this form 
of declaration typed ready for use. Alternatively the declaration may be 
made on the copy bill, e.g., by printing or by rubber stamp, but care must 
be taken to see that it is signed by the visitor. 


3. On being satisfied that the signature on the copy bill agrees with that 
on the coupon sheet(s) and in the passport, the trader must detach one 
coupon for each £1 or part of a £1 comprised in the actual price charged 
to the customer and affix the coupon(s) firmly to the copy bill. He may 
then allow immediate delivery of the goods. 


Nore.—Where the purchase is made by a married woman travelling on 
her husband’s passport, coupon sheets signed by him can be accepted, 
provided the passport containing both signatures is produced. 

4. Registered purchase tax traders need not account for tax on such sales 
of goods from their untaxed stock, provided that— 

(a) the bill and the copy are marked “ Free of Purchase Tax ” and the 
copy bill retained, with the coupons and the visitor’s declaration 
affixed as authority for the tax-free sale ; and 

(b) the trader furnishes, with his quarterly purchase tax return (P.T.11) 
a statement, in the prescribed form, showing his total sales from 
untaxed stock under the scheme for the several main categories of 
goods concerned. 


5. If goods are sold from taxed stock (i.e., tax has become charge- 
able on the goods before they are sold to the visitor), whether the sale is by a 
registered or by an unregistered trader, an allowance may be claimed from 
the local Collector of Customs and Excise as follows : 

For goods chargeable at 334 per cent., one-sixth of the tax-inclusive 
retail selling price. 

For goods chargeable at 663 per cent., one-quarter of the tax-inclusive 
retail selling price. 

For goods chargeable at 100 per cent., one-third of the tax-inclusive 
retail selling price. 

The visitor should therefore be charged five-sixths, three-quarters, or 
two-thirds of the normal retail selling price, as the case may be. In such 
cases, the bill and the copy must show (i) the tax-inclusive retail selling price, 
(ii) the tax allowance deducted, and (111) the resulting actual price charged 
to the visitor. The following words must invariably be added to the des- 
cription of the goods on the copy bill only :— 

“Already taxed at per cent.” (the appropriate figure, 33}, 66} or 
100 per cent. being stated). 

The trader may then claim refund of the allowance on a Form P.T. 36 
(Revised—see paragraph 7 below). Claims, with the copy bills attached, 
should be submitted at monthly intervals. ‘This procedure must be invari 
ably followed with goods that have already borne tax. No exceptions can 
be made on the ground that the allowance calculated in this way may not 
exactly equal the tax borne by the goods. 


6. It is essential that all bills made out in connection with the scheme should 
bear a full description of the goods. It may not be possible to allow claims 
unless it is clear from the description of the goods that they are properly 
chargeable with tax at the rate appropriate to the allowance claimed. Thus 
apparel or haberdashery must be described as “ non-Utility ” if that is the 
case ; leather goods chargeable at the higher rate must be described as 
“of real leather” and articles chargeable at a higher rate because, for 
example, they incorporate figures, or are hand-painted or contain precious 
metal or precious material, must be clearly so described. 

7. A revised form of P.T. 36 on which the monthly claims must be sub- 
mitted (paragraph 5) is being printed. Copies of this and of the form for the 
statement of sales from untaxed stock (paragraph 4(b)) may be obtained 
from the local Collector of Customs and Excise in a few weeks. 
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Lower February Turnover in Most Trades 


ALES by independent retailers reporting to the Board of Trade 
Seed seasonal declines in most trades in February compared 

with the previous month. Furniture retatlers, hardware, elec- 
trical and radio dealers and chemists were the only types of traders to 
increase their sales, the majority of the others reporting falls of over 
a tenth. 

Most traders also reported decreases compared with a year earlier, 
the only exceptions being furniture retailers and hardware, electrical 
and radio dealers. Footwear retailers and motor traders, garages 
etc., recorded falls of 13 per cent. Nevertheless, turnover during the 
month was higher than the average post-war February, except in the 
case of jewellers, whose sales were | per cent. below the average. 

At the foot of this page are index numbers of turnover based on 
average weekly sales in 1947100. Comparison of sales in 1950, with 
those of February 1949, are given in the table in the previous column

Apparel Sales Lower 


February always ranks, with August, as the quietest month of 
the year for apparel sales. Sales last year were helped by the 
partial freeing of rationing, and largely in consequence of this, 
sales this February appear as the lowest for two years. The seasonal 
decline reduced sales in drapers and women’s wear shops to more than 
a tenth below the figure for January, while the total for men’s wear 
shops was over an eighth lower, the proportions being about a seventh 
and a tenth for men’s outfitters and bespoke tailors respectively. 

The comparison with a year earlier (which, as mentioned above, was 
affected by the situation regarding rationing) shows turnover of

a comparison to be made show decreases, the North-West having the 
largest tall, 18 per cent., and the Midlands and South Wales the 
smallest, 4 per cent. 

In the large-scale shops sales of women’s and children’s wear rose 
by 3 percent. compared with February 1949, the biggest rises occurring 
in the underwear and hose departments, while small falls were 
reported in the outerwear and millinery sections. The larger shops 
also reported an increase of 6 per cent. in men’s and boys’ wear sales. 


Decreased Footwear Sales 


Reports received from independent footwear retailers show that 
turnover during February was the lowest for three years, nearly a 
seventh below the figure for January and more than an eighth lower 
than a year earlier. 

Although the large-scale retailers reported a fall in their sales it was 
not as large as that of the smaller shops, being only 5 per cent. below 
their turnover of a year earlier. 


Furniture Sales Rise 


Independent furniture retailers were one of the few trades to report 
rises in February, returns showing that turnover was the highest for 
any February since the war, and 3 per cent. higher than in January. 
In consequence, sales reached a level a fifth below the record set up in 
October and only 2 per cent. below the average for 1949. Compared 
with February 1949 they rose by 5 per cent. 

The large-scale retailers reported an increase greater than that of 
the independents, their turnover being 13 per cent. more than a year 
earlier. 
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Hardware and Electrical Shops 

Total hardware and electrical sales were 2 per cent. higher in 
February than in January, while within this category radio and 
electrical specialists’ sales were 3 per cent. up and only 5 per cent. 


below their record of last December. Total business done was 2 per 
cent. below the average for 1949, but radio and electrical specialists 
sales were nearly a fifth higher than the 1949 average. Over 
the vear total hardware sales rose by 2 per cent., while those of radio 
and electrical specialists were nearly a fifth more. 

The hardware and electrical departments of the large-scale retailers 


reported sales 5 per cent. higher in February than a year earlier. 


Booksellers, Stationers and Newsagents 


Independent booksellers, stationers and newsagents reported a 
seasonal fall in February of 6 per cent. in sales, which were more than 
a tenth below the average for 1949. The value of business done in 
February was 5 per cent. below that of a year earlier, while that of the 
large-scale retailers was 12 per cent. lower than in February 1949, 


Lower Jewellery Sales 


Reports received from the panel of independent jewellers show that 
sales in February were the lowest for a year, 5 per cent. below those 
of last January and nearly a tenth below those of February 1949. The 
jewellery trade was the only one whose sales were lower than the 
average for the post-war months of February, being 1 per cent. below 
and almost a quarter less than the average for 1949. The large-scale 
retailers reported a level of turnover in their jewellery and fancy goods 
departmenis about the same as a year earlier. 


Rise in Chemists’ Sales 


Turnover by the panel of independent chemists was 3 per 
cent. higher than in January, and rose to the level of last November 
and the average for 1949. Compared with a year earlier, however, the 
value of business done was 5 per cent. lower. ‘Turnover in the 
chemists’ wares departments of the large-scale retailers was 4 per cent. 
higher than in February 1949. 


Retailers of Toys, Sports Goods and Leather Goods 


Sales reported by independent retailers of toys, sports and leather 
goods were the lowest for three years, being more than a tenth below 
those of January and about two-fifths lower than the average for 1949. 
Compared with a year earlier sales were 4 per cent. lower, while the 
sports and cycles departments of the large-scale retailers reported a 
fall of nearly a tenth.

HOLESALE PRICES, as measured by the Board of Trade 

index, were 0:2 per cent. higher in March than in February, the 

rise being smaller than in any month since last September. 

The food and tobacco index rose by 0-1 per cent., as increases 

in tomato, potato and apple prices more than offset a slight fall 

in cereal prices and a reduction in the price of eggs. The main 

falls in prices among industrial materials and manufactures were 

in respect of lead and lead products and raw silk, while zinc, cotton, 

wool and wool manufactures, wool rags and rubber were dearer. ‘The 
group index rose by 0-2 per cent. 


Compared with 1938, the index for all articles has risen by 
142°1 per cent., for industrial materials and manufactures by 153-3 per 
cent., and for food and tobacco by 121°3 per cent. 


The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
(excluding fuel) are sub-divided into three separate categories, 
showed rises compared with February of 0-5 per cent. for basic 
materials, and 0-2 per cent. for intermediate products. The index for 
manufactured articles remained the same as in February. The 
building materials index fell by 0°5 per cent. 


Food and Tobacco 

The effective price paid by millers for English Gazette average 
wheat was 3-5 per cent. higher in March than in February but 
oatmeal was nearly 4 per cent. cheaper and English malting 
barley and oats for feeding were down by 0-9 per cent. and 
0-3 per cent. respectively. The net effect of these movements was 
to lower the cereals index by 0-5 per cent. 


A seasonal reduction in the maximum prices of eggs was made 
last month, operative at the wholesale stage from March 12. For 
the categories included in the index it averaged 15-6 per cent., 
reducing the monthly average price by 10 per cent. and, in con- 
sequence, the meat, fish and eggs index by 1-1 per cent. 


The ‘ other food and tobacco ’’ index rose by 1:3 per cent. in 
March because Canary tomatoes were on the average 17-4 per cent.

dearer than in February and potatoes (weight of 3) and apples rose 
4-7 per cent. and 9-4 per cent., respectively. Onions fell by 1:4 per 
cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures 


Ministry of Supply selling prices of zinc and lead were changed in 
March. The price of zinc was raised from £85 10s. to £89 10s. per 
ton (4:7 per cent.) in two stages—a {£2 increase on the 15th and a 
further £2 on the 28th. English lead was reduced from £98 10s. to 
£89 10s. per ton on March 10—the first change in price since 
November—and to £85 10s. on the 16th, a total reduction of 13-2 per 
cent. The monthly average prices were 1-6 per cent. higher and 
8-6 per cent. lower, respectively, than in February. There were 
corresponding reductions in the prices of lead sheets and pipes and a 
small increase at the end of the month in the price of brass. The 
price of tin on the London Metal Exchange fluctuated during the 
month but the average was only 0:2 per cent. lower than in February. 
The non-ferrous metals index as a whole fell by 0-9 per cent. 

On March 13, American middling cotton was reduced by 4d. per Ib. 
—the first decline for 18 months—but the monthly average of the 
prices used in the index rose by 1-5 per cent. owing to the carry-over 
effect of the increase made in the middle of February. American type 
yarns were dearer on the average by just over 1 per cent. Giza 30 
Egyptian cotton remained unchanged in price and so did Egyptian 
type yarns. The estimated increase in cotton cloth prices was 0-5 
per cent. and the group index rose by 0-6 per cent. 

The price of raw wool rose in March by 1-3 per cent. This was 
reflected in increases for merino and crossbred tops of 2-6 per cent. 
and 3-1 per cent. respectively. Botany noils, however, fell by 1-5 per 
cent. With the exception of hosiery yarn and skeins, which showed 
no change during the month, the price of yarns rose slightly— 
worsted weaving by 1-3 per cent., botany weaving by 2:2 per cent. 
and crossbred weaving by 1-9 per cent. Wool rags rose in price 
by 8-5 per cent. Full information regarding the price of wool cloth

was not available at the time of going to press, but it is not expected 
that there will be any appreciable change. The index for the group 
rose by 1-9 per cent. The Jute Control selling price of Daisee raw 
jute was raised from £113 10s. to £115 per ton on March 27 and 
the monthly average price rose as a result by 0-2 per cent. Line 
weft and tow weft linen yarns were also dearer in March, by 1:1 per 
cent. and 3-6 per cent. respectively, but Japanese and Italian raw 
silk were 1-8 per cent. and 1-3 per cent. cheaper respectively. The 
“other textiles ’’ index rose by 0-4 per cent. 

The fall of 0-1 per cent. in the chemicals and oils index was in- 
directly due to the reduction in the price of lead. The prices of 
white lead paint and lead acetate fell by 2-1 per cent. and 2-6 per 
cent. respectively, following the metal reduction. The only other 
movement among items included in the index was a further monthly 
rise of 0-7 per cent. in the average of the three fertilizer prices. 


The price of rubber rose by a further 2-2 per cent. in March and 
this was the only change among the ‘‘ miscellaneous’ items. The 
selection of hardwood prices used in the index, which had been 
rather overweighted as regards home-grown timber and, among the 
imported varieties, woods from Canada and the United States, has 
now been changed and the January and February figures have been 
revised. Increases averaging just over 12 per cent. in the prices of 
the new selection have been recorded since price control of hardwoods 
was removed on January 16, but because of continuing difficulty 
in obtaining precise and reliable quotations for comparable timbers 
the figures used must still be regarded as estimates only. They 
are based on Timber Control selling prices of stocks of hardwoods. 
These were based on estimated market values when price control 
was removed and have not been altered since then.

Enemy-Owned Jewellery, Gold and Silverware 


HE Board of Trade have made an Order entitled The Trading with 
the Enemy (Custodian) Order, 1950 (S.1. 1950 No. 494), the effect 
of which is to vest in the Custodian of Enemy Property the right to 
transfer :— 
(a) jewellery and imitation jewellery ; 
(b) precious and semi-precious stones ; 
(c) goldsmiths’ and silversmiths’ wares ; and 
(d) articles made wholly or partly of semi-precious stones 
belonging to or held or managed on behalf of persons resident or 
carrying on business in Germany and business concerns controlled 
by such persons. 
The Order provides :— 
(1) that without the consent of the Board of Trade no person, save 
as directed by the Order, shall transfer, part with, or otherwise 
deal with any such property ; 


(2) that any such property shall not be liable to be attached or 


otherwise taken in execution ; 


(3) that any person having possession, control or management of 
any such property shall deliver it to the Custodian on demand ; 


(4) that the receipt of the Custodian or any person duly authorized 
by him shall be a good discharge for any transfer of property 
in pursuance of the Order. 


‘The Order comes into operation on 11th April, 1950. 


‘The Custodians of Enemy Property will communicate in due course 
with persons who have reported to them any property which is the 
subject of the Order. Persons holding such property who have not 
reported it to a Custodian are reminded that their failure to report is a 
breach of the Trading with the Enemy (Custodian) Order 1939, 
unless the property is exempt from that Order by a subsequent 
amendment thereof or otherwise.

ALES by the wholesale textile houses rose sharply in February in 

anticipation of the spring season. ‘The index rose to more than a 

tenth above the corresponding figure a year ago and nearly two- 
thirds hyrher than in January, the latter increase being considerably 
vreater than both the average pre-war increase and that of any post-war 
year. Exports rose by a tenth over the January figure, but were 7 per 
cent. below the 1949 average. ‘Total stocks rose by 7 per cent. to a 
level almost a quarter higher in value than a year earlier. 

In the home trade sales in the three main categories were all higher 
than in any other post-war February. Sales of women’s and children’s 
wear were more than two-thirds higher than in January, those of 
men’s and boys’ wear were 46 per cent. higher, while piece-goods were 
more than a third up. 

Compared with the same month a year earlier, the total value of 
women’s and children’s wear sold was 8 per cent. higher. Of the 
sub-categories within this heading, sales of all underwear and knitted 
outerwear rose by more than a tenth while those of millinery fell by 
5 per cent. and of coats, costumes, ete., by atenth. In the men’s and 
boys’ wear departments there was a rise of 11 per cent., but ready- 
made clothing sales fell by a sixth. Increases were also registered in 
the gloves (3 per cent.), sports and travel (1 per cent.) and miscel- 
laneous departments (14 per cent.), while falls of a fifth were reported 
for footwear and of 7 per cent. for both the furnishings and fancy 
departments. 

‘Total sales during January and February were 8 per cent. higher 
than for the same period of last year, dress materials being over a 
third more, women’s and children’s wear 6 per cent. and men’s and 
boys’ wear 10 per cent. up. 

Stocks of most items were higher in value. ‘Those of women’s and 
children’s underwear (other than knitted), men’s and boys’ ready-made 
clothing and sports and travel goods were all up by more than a half. 
Falls ranging from 2 per cent. to 23 per cent., however, were registered 
for millinery, etc., haberdashery, etc., and fancy goods.

Classes (1) and (2) are intended for those who are not in a position 
to produce any quantity but who may wish to contribute ideas. 
Classes (3) and (4) are intended for hand craftsmen and industrialists 
who produce in quantity. 

Many visitors are expected to this country during the Festival of 
Britain 1951, and it is hoped by this means to stimulate a range of 
Scottish souvenirs which are worthy ambassadors of their native 
country.

the year to show commodities in the 1951 Stock List is being held 
at the Council of Industrial Design’s Murray House Exhibition Hall, 
Vandon Passage, Petty France, London, from April 26 to May 24. 

The Stock List is a photographic index of contemporary products 
which will form the basis of selection for the official 1951 Exhibitions. 

Admission, which is free, will be from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on week- 
days, and from 10 a.m. to noon on Saturdays. 

The exhibition will show only a selection of goods registered in the 
Domestic Equipment sections of the Stock List. 


Postal Rates to the Continent 


‘THE international postal tariff to Belgium and all continental 
countries is 3d. for the first ounce and 2d. for each additional ounce. 

The post to all countries is sent by air mail with the exception 
of Iceland and Poland.

The postage to Gibraltar and Malta is 2}d. for the first ounce 
and 1d. for each additional ounce. 
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Kitchen Waste for Pig Food 


S ALREADY announced, the functions in connection with the 

collection and processing of kitchen waste for pig food, ete., 
hitherto carried out by the Directorate of Salvage and Recovery 
of the Board of Trade are being transferred to the Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries (acting in Scotland as agents of the Department 
of Agriculture for Scotland). An Order in Council, The Transfer 
of Functions (Kitchen Waste) Order, 1950, conveying certain powers 
required for this purpose came into effect on April 4. The licensing 
ot private collectors will continue to be dealt with separately in 
England and Scotland by the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
and the Department of Agriculture for Scotland respectively 


The Kitchen Waste Order, 1949 and the Salvage of Waste 
Materials (No. 1) Order, 1940, have been revoked by the Board of 


Trade and ceased to have effect as from April 4, and the Minister of 
Agriculture and Fisheries and the Secretary of State for Scotland 
made the Kitchen Waste Order, 1950, which came into operation 
on that day. This Order re-enacts the provisions of the Kitchen 
Waste Order, 1949 (which dealt with prices and movement of kitchen 
waste) and of the Salvage of Waste Materials Order (dealing with 
the removal of salvage from containers so far as it related to Kitchen 
Waste, without important changes apart from the following amend- 
ment of the price schedule :— 

The maximum prices of kitchen waste are increased to the following 
levels ff s. d. 

Unboiled kitchen waste 215 Oper ton 

Concentrated kitchen waste : 

On sales by a producer to persons acquiring it 
for resale... . 6 6 per ton 
On other sales by produc ers 6 10 0 per ton 

These prices are for delivery at the ‘seller’s premises : but when 
concentrated kitchen waste is delivered elsewhere by the seller, 
an addition to the price not exceeding the actual amount of any 
charges reasonably incurred on carriage may be made. 

The maximum prices do not apply to the Counties of Caithness, 
Sutherland, Ross and Cromarty, Inverness, Perth, Moray, Nairn, 
Banff, Orkney and Shetland, and movement of kitchen waste between 
that area and the rest of Great Britain continues to be prohibited. 

The provisions of the Order do not apply to Northern Ireland.

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, said that 
newspapers may display printed posters indicating permanent, 
regular or recurring features appearing in a series of issues, but 
printed posters indicating current or topical matter appearing in one 
particular issue would require more paper than could at present be 
afforded. 


“ Chance of a Lifetime” 


Questioned about the film ‘‘ Chance of a Lifetime,’’ the President 
said an application in respect of the film was made to the Film Selec- 
tion Committee appointed under Section 5 (2) of the Cinematograph 
Films Act, 1948. After viewing the film, the Committee recommended 
that it was suitable by reason of its entertainment value for exhibition 
as a first feature film by one of the three major circuits. The Com- 
mittee’s recommendation had been accepted and the necessary 
direction under the Act would very shortly be issued to the owners 
ot the Odeon circuit, which had been chosen by lot to exhibit the film. 


Price of Binder Twine 


After discussions between the Central Price Regulation Committee 
and the manufacturers, the price of binder twine for the current season 
had been fixed at £162 a ton, £19 higher than last season's price, the 
President stated. He understood that this increase was not taken 
into account in the recent review of agricultural prices because the 
data for that review had been assembled before the decision on binder 
twine had been reached. 

The increase was due to the rise of over £30 a ton in the world price 
of sisal since last September. He was afraid that no reduction in the 
price of binder twine would be possible until there was a fall in the 
price of sisal, which was now seven times the 1938 price. 

Exports to Dollar Area 

The President stated that the recorded sterling value of United 
t\ingdom exports to the dollar area in the five months following 
devaluation was 41 per cent. above the average for the third quarter 
of last year and 19 per cent. above the average for the corresponding 
five months of 1948-1949, While figures were not available to show 
the volume of exports to the dollar area, it was clear that there had been 
a constderable increase in volume since devaluation. In terms of 
United States dollars, recorded exports to the dollar area averaged 
48-2 million dollars in the five months October 1949 to February 1950, 
compared with 58-2 million dollars in te corresponding period of 
1948-1949 


Reports on Overseas Trade 


‘Yes, sir,’ replied the President when asked if he would arrange 
to include in future Reports on Overseas ‘Trade a table showing the 
distribution of trade as between the United Kingdom on the one hand, 
and Empire and foreiyn countries, respectively, on the other hand. 


Supplies of Overall Cloths 


The improving supplies of overall cloths should reach dealers in 
the very near future, the President said. As regards udder cloths, 
the supplies of towelling from which they were made were not suffi- 
cient to meet every home and export demand, but here, also, all 
practicable steps were being taken to improve output.

Japanese Grey Cloth 


A questioner asked if the President was aware that Japanese- 
produced grey cloth of American yarns, between 30's and 36’s, was 
being sold in this country at prices lower than this country paid 
America for the yarns of which it was made; and what steps he 
proposed to take to protect the Lancashire cotton industry from 
unfair Japanese competition and unfair American discrimination. 

The President replied that our imports of cotton yarn from the 
United States were negligible, and accordingly a comparison of the 
kind suggested could not be made. The low price of Japanese grey 
cloth was due to lower production costs in Japan and not to American 
discrimination in the price of raw cotton. As regards the last part 
of the question, His Majesty’s Government were giving full attention 
to the possibility that the Lancashire cotton industry might need 
help against abnormal competition. 


North East Development Area 


Since 1945, the President said, well over 1,000 firms had been 
invited to consider the advantage of occupying factories in the North 
East Development Area, and about 250 of them were now established 
there. It wa; not possible to give any detailed analysis of the reasons 
why the remaining projects failed to materialize. 

It had been the practice for many years for the Departments respon- 
sible for allocating controlled materials to give a measure of preference 
to Development Area firms. Similarly on the matter of the disposal 
of the finished product, for many years Purchasing Departments had, 
all things being equal, given preference to the Development Areas 
in awarding Government contracts. 

The following details were given of the number of new factories 
and extensions completed, under construction and approved in the 
North-East Development Area for Government and privately financed 


projects, since June 1945 :—

The President also said that 10,400 men and 11,600 women were 
employed on December 31, 1949, in the new factories and extensions 
completed since the war in the North Eastern Development Area. 
It is estimated that jobs for 30,000 men and 25,000 women will have 
been provided when all the new factories and extensions approved 
for this Development Area are in full production. 

In addition, 13,200 jobs for men and 13,000 for women had been 
provided at December 31, 1949, in other post-war developments, 
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including surplus war factories leased to industry or converted to 
industrial estates. 


New Factories in South Wales 


During 1949 work started on the construction of 36 new factories 
and extensions in the South Wales Development Area. It was 
expected that work would commence during 1950 on a further 19 
schemes which had been licensed, but he could not forecast how many 
more schemes would come forward and qualify for building licences 
this year. 

Four Standard Factories, including two Grenfell Factories, were 
unallocated, but there were ‘good prospects of two of these, including 
one of the Grenfell’s, being allocated shortly. In addition, various 
buildings containing in all about 200,000 square feet of factory space 
were available for allocation; these were all the subject of provisional 
enquiries. 


Prices of Hardwood 


The wide variations in quality and wastage in the different types 
of timber included under the general heading of hardwood made 
impossible any precise comparison between present prices and the 
statutory prices in force before January 16, the President said. In 
veneral, prices, particularly of better grades, appeared to show an 
upward tendency; but they had not yet had time to settle at a realistic 
level. 


Timber used for Ski Jumps 


The President said that about 10 standards of softwood were used 
in the construction of the Hampstead Heath skijump. No authoriza- 
tion was necessary for the use of this wood, which was the property 
of a scaffolding contractor who had used it before and would no doubt 
use it again in the normal course of his business. The hardwood 
used for the fencing and gates was free from control.

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Anglo-French Economic Committee 
Decisions 


HE Anglo-French Economic Committee held its 12th meeting in 

London on March 30, 1950. At this meeting complete agreement 
was reached on the matters which had been left for further study at 
the meeting of the Committee on December 6 and 7, 1949, namely the 
revision of the drawing rights granted by the U hited Kingdom to 
France, and arrangements affecting trade between the two countrics 
in 1950. 


As a result of the review of the present and anticipated French 
sterling position, the Committee agreed that the United Kingdom and 
French Delegations to the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation should propose that the bilateral drawing rights granted 
by the United Kingdom to France for 1949-50 should be cancelled. 
The United Kingdom representatives, however, gave an assurance 
that should a deficit reappear, the United Kingdom Delegation would 
propose the re-establishment of bilateral drawing rights to the extent 
necessary 


The Committee also considered a report presented to them by the 
Trade Sub-Committee. The Sub-Committee had been able to 
report on the effect on Anglo-French trade of the liberalization 
measures undertaken by both countries in accordance with the 
recommendations of O.E.E.C. There was a broad exchange of views 
on this subject. Trade arrangements which in most cases covered 
the calendar year 1950 and are already in operation were confirmed. 

The full measure of agreement which has been reached on the 


problems before the Committee is a matter of satisfaction to both 
Delegations.

Imports of Fresh and Frozen Salmon 

THE Minister of Food announces that from April 15, 1950, the 
Ministry will no longer import fresh and frozen salmon. By 
arrangement with the Board of Trade, an Open General Licence 
will be issued on that date which will enable traders to import fresh 
salmon, grilse and trout consigned from and originating in any 
country or territory other than :— 

Albania, Argentina, Belgium, Belgian Congo, Bolivia, Bulgaria, 
Canada, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany 
(Russian Zone), Germany (Western Zone), Guatemala, Haiti, 
Honduras, Hungary, Iran, Japan, Liberia, Luxemburg, Mexico, 
Nicaragua, Panama, Philippines, Poland, Rumania, Switzerland, 
Tangier, Uruguay, United States of America, Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia. 

Details of the arrangements for importing frozen salmon will 
be announced later. 


Decontrol of Fruit Pulp and Preserves 

THE Minister of Food announces that as supplies of fruit pulp 
are now plentiful the importation of fruit pulp on Government 
account will cease and the manufacture of fruit pulp will be decontrolled. 
The price controls remaining on certain preserves will also be 
removed. 

Arrangements are being made to enable private traders to import 
fruit pulps from certain countries under Open General Licence as 
from June 1, next. Full particulars will be announced shortly. In 
the meantime stocks of imported fruit pulp held by the Ministry of 
Food will be offered for sale to any purchaser. Particulars of varieties 
available can be obtained on application to the Ministry of Food, 
Fresh Fruit and Vegetables Division, Fruit Pulp Branch, 24/32 York 
Terrace, Regent’s Park, N.W.1. 

The Orders revoking the Fruit Pulp Order 1948 and the Preserves 
Order 1947 came into effect on Wednesday, April 5. This completes 
the decontrol of prices of preserves, i.e. jam, marmalade, mincemeat, 
fruit curd, imported honey and imitation honey. Also from that 
date licences are no longer needed for the manufacture of fruit pulp, 
preserves or the packing of preserves. The Food Standards (Pre- 
serves) Order, 1944, will still apply and preserves must continue to 
be labelled in accordance with the Labelling of Food Order, 1946. 


New Edition of “ London Post Offices and Streets” 


A REVISED EDITION of London Post Offices and Streets is now on 
sale at all post offices, price 1s. 

The book contains a list of 24,000 London streets showing correct 
postal addresses and the nearest post office at which money orders 
are paid and from which telephone express delivery is undertaken. 
More than 1,000 post offices in the London postal area are listed 
alphabetically and district by district, and useful details of post 
office hours of business are also given. 

Further useful features of the publication are the two appendices 
showing the names and postal addresses of hospitals and railway 
termini in London and, in each case, the nearest post office where 
money order and telephone express delivery facilities are available. 


Postage Labels for Inland Parcels 
A POST OFFICE experiment with postage label machines at a 
few parcel acceptance counters has been successful and 100 more ot 
these machines will shortly be brought into use at various large post 
offices throughout the country, by way of a large-scale experiment. 
The machine enables the counter clerk, by means of a dial similar 
to that on an automatic telephone, and by a turn of a handle, to print 
and issue a label showing the postage and office of posting, which he 
then detaches and hands to the customer in lieu of one or more postage 
stamps. 
The machines tried have permitted some speeding-up of the 
acceptance of parcels.

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Canada’s Overseas Trade Since the War 


VERY large expansion in the value of exports during the war 

years coupled with a smaller, though still substantial, increase 

in the value of imports has established Canada as one of the 
leading trading countries of the world. In 1948, Canada was the 
third largest exporter, after the United States and the United 
Kingdom, and the fourth largest importer, the first three being the 
United Kingdom, the United States and France. Canadian exports 
accounted for 5-6 per cent. of world exports while United Kingdom 
exports accounted for 13-2 per cent. The present article describes 
the pattern of post-war Canadian ‘Trade. 


High Canadian Exports 


Exports reached a peak in the years 1944-1945 when they were 
swollen by large shipments of war materials, but most of the reduction 
which followed the end of the war has since been made good and by 
1948 exports of Canadian produce reached 3,075 million dollars 
compared with 838 million dollars in 1938. Last year, however, 
exports fell away slightly from the 1948 level to 2,993 million dollars 
largely as a result of a sharp reduction in exports to European 
countries. Though much of the increase in the value of Canada’s 
exports compared with before the war has been due to higher prices, 
it is estimated that the volume of total exports in 1948 was 73 per 
cent. above the average for 1938 ; in the first half of last year the 
volume of exports dropped to 5-9 per cent. below the corresponding 
period of 1948 and, although there was an appreciable rise in the 
second half-year, the volume index was still below that for the second 
half of 1948. 


‘The magnitude of Canadian efforts in the post-war years to increase 
exports is illustrated by the index numbers given in the following 
table. ‘This shows that the gross national product has increased 
more rapidly since 1938 than the consumption of goods and services 
(in spite of larger imports) Jeaving a larger share for export as well 
as for home investment in the post-war period than before the war.

Record Imports last year 


With prosperity in Canada purchases from other 
countries have increased steadily since 1938, except for a tall in 1945, 
and by 1949 imports reached a record of 2,761 million dollars or nearly 
four times their value in 1938. ‘There was, however, some indication 
that the rate of increase had slackened during the second half of 
last year and in December imports were 8 per cent. below their 
value in the previous December, in spite of the increase in prices 
following devaluation. In terms of volume, at 1938 prices, imports 
in 1947 were nearly twice as high as before the war but in 1948 had 
dropped to 81 per cent. above 1938 ; an increase in the first half of 
1949 was laryely offset by a decrease in the later months of the year. 


Balance of Trade 


Apart from the depression years 1929-1931, Canada had a favour- 
able balance of trade for most of the inter-war period and this balance, 
which averaged 204 million dollars in the five years 1934-1938 and 
reached an average of 1,557 million dollars in the peak war years 
of 1943-1945, was still 473 million dollars in 1948 but dropped to 
261 million dollars last year. 'The favourable balance in Canada’s 
total trade, however, conceals a persistent trade deficit with the 
United States which ts more than offset by a large surplus with 
other countries, m particular with the United Kingdom and with 
other European countries. Canada’s trade deficit with the United 
States increased in 1949 to 429 million dollars (Canadian) from 
284 million dollars in the previous year ; there were adverse balances 
in each of the first ten months of the year but this trend was reversed 
in November when Canada had a surplus of 10-9 million dollars 
followed by a further surplus ot 10:7 million in December, largely 
as a result of higher exports, Canada’s trading surplus is, of course, 
supplemented by her production of gold, which gave rise to a net 


continued 


export of non-monetary gold valued at 119 million dollars in 1948 
and 139 million dollars last year. 

There has been no marked difference in the effect of price increases 
since before the war on the value of Canadian imports and exports. 
By 1947 import prices had risen to 90-9 per cent. above the 1938 
level while export prices were up by 93-3 per cent., but 1948 saw a 
reversal of this trend, import prices reaching 115-6 per cent. above 
1938 while export prices rose only to 112-4 per cent. above their 
pre-war level. Price Index numbers for 1949 are not yet available, 
but import prices were slightly higher than in 1948 and export prices 
in terms of Canadian dollars, which declined during the first nine 
months of the year, but recovered part of the fall after devaluation. 


Trade with the United States 


Evidence of the very close trading relationship between Canada 
and the United States is seen in the fact that 71 per cent. of the 
value of Canada’s imports last year came from the United States 
while half her exports were sold in that market. The war did much 
to strengthen the ties between the two countries, but even before 
the war the United States accounted for over 60 per cent. of Canada’s 
imports and about one-third of her exports. The following table 
shows that imports from the United States, after being substantially 
reduced in 1948 as a result of emergency exchange conservation 
measures below the peak attained in 1947, rose again in 1949 almost 
to the 1947 total. Exports, on the other hand, after expanding by 
nearly 50 per cent. in 1948 compared with 1947 showed little change 
last year.

Trade with the United Kingdom 


Canada is still the leading supplier in the United Kingdom market. 
Exports of Canadian produce last year to the United Kingdom, at 
705 million dollars, although still below the 1947 total, were 3 per 
cent. higher than in 1948. Imports in 1949 from this country, 
307 million dollars, were also slightly above the 1948 total in spite 
of the effect of the devaluation of sterling on the Canadian dollar 
value in the last part of the year, and compared with imports valued 
at 119 million dollars in 1938 and an average of 124 million dollars 
for the years 1935-1939. Imports from other European countries 
which were 40 million dollars in 1938 and have been rising steadily 
since 1945 amounted to 84 million dollars last year (despite a sharp 
fallin December), representing an increase of 18 per cent. over 1948. 
The following table shows how far the share of the United States 
and Latin America in Canadian import trade increased during the 
war at the expense of trade with the United Kingdom, other Com- 
monwealth countries and other European countries, and the extent to 
which these countries have succeeded tn regaining their pre-war 
position in the Canadian market.

Imports of Commodities 


Recent movements in the value of imports of the main groups 
of commodities are shown in Table 1. Imports of iron and its pro- 
ducts have expanded rapidly since 1946 when they were largely

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third of the value of all imports ; the United Kingdom share in 
this trade, though still small compared with imports from the United 
States, has increased steadily from only 3 per cent. in 1946 to 9 per 
cent. last year. 

The next group in importance by value—non-metallic minerals— 
almost doubled between 1946 and 1948 but declined in total last 
year because of reduced imports of coal and petroleum products 
though imports from the United Kingdom were higher than in 
1948. Of the remaining groups there were record imports last 
year of agricultural and vegetable products, non-ferrous metals and 
products and chemicals and products ; imports of all these goods 
from the United Kingdom, again small in relation to imports from 
the United States, increased in 1949, the most marked rise being in 
the agricultural and vegetable group—mainly whisky. In contrast, 
imports of animals and products and fibre and textile products 
were at a peak in the post-war period in 1947, the latter because of 
a boom in imports to satisfy the back-log of demand from war- 
time shortages. Imports of textiles from this country, however,

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continued to expand until 1948 but declined in 1949 by 19 per 
cent. ; imports from the United States, as a result of exchange con- 
servation measures, shrank in 1948 below their 1947 peak value 
and were still 28 per cent. lower in 1949 than in 1947. Even so, 
the United Kingdom share in this trade reached 36 per cent. last 
year against 40 per cent. for the United States, the corresponding 
figures for 1946 being 25 per cent. and 53 per cent. respectively 
and for 1938, 46 per cent. and 35 per cent. 

Comparing the quantity of imports in 1949 with imports in 1938, 
Table 2 shows that there has been a very large increase in the imports 
of cotton fabrics. Imports of unbleached fabrics increased from 
5 million lbs. in 1938 to 22 million Ibs. in 1949, and imports of 
printed or coloured fabrics increased from under 9 million Ibs. 
to nearly 16 million Ibs. in the same period, but in both cases imports 
from the United Kingdom last year were below their pre-war level. 
The whole of the increase in imports of unbleached fabrics came 
from the United States (supplies from the United Kingdom having

declined from 2-7 million Ibs. to 0-6 million Ibs.), while Belgium 
as well as the United States increased their supplies of printed or 
coloured fabrics ; imports of these fabrics from the United States 
rose from less than 3 million Ibs. in 1938 to nearly 9} million Ibs. 
last year and supplies from Belgium rose from 1 to 2 million Ibs., 
whereas imports from this country dropped from nearly 4} to 3 
million Ibs. Cotton yarns for sewing thread are still imported 
almost entirely from this country. 

The United Kingdom share of Canada’s imports of woollen 
goods has been well maintained ; for blankets and rugs, socks and 
stockings, tweeds, and overcoatings it remained nearly 100 per cent. 
in 1949, while this country supplied a larger proportion of the greatly 
expanded imports of carpets—Belgium also sharing in this trade. 
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The quantity of worsted and serges imported was almost twice as 
high in 1949 as before the war, nearly 90 per cent. coming from 


this country. Imports of worsted tops, also mainly from the United 
Kingdom, though much lower than in 1948 were still 23 per cent. 
higher than in 1938. In the case of wool yarns, however, imports 
of which were slightly below the pre-war level, the United States, 
France and Belgium have all entered the Canadian market at the 
expense of United Kingdom manufacturers. The demand for 
rayon goods like that for cotton textiles has expanded a great deal 
since before the war; while the United Kingdom remains the 
principal supplier, the United States have increased their share of 
this trade very considerably and the Swiss are supplementing United

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Kingdom supplies of rayon staple fibre. Total imports of rayon 
fabrics increased from 1-8 million Ibs. in 1938 to 4-7 million Ibs. in 
1949, but while the United Kingdom share fell during the period 
from 63 per cent. to 55 per cent., the United States share expanded 
from 10 per cent. to 36 per cent. 

The United States remains the principal source of supply for a 
number of the important items in the engineering group. Road 
vehicle engines, combine harvesters, and tractors continue to be 
supplied almost entirely by the United States except for small 
numbers of tractors from this country. The United States also 
accounted for four-fifths of the imports of diesel and semi-diesel 
engines last year although before the war the United Kingdom 
supplied two-thirds of Canada’s imports of these engines. Imports 
of iron and steel plates and sheets, which have doubled since 1938, 
are now drawn very largely from the United States whereas in 1938 
this country supplied 41 per cent. of the total. Imports of skelp 
for pipes, almost entirely from the United States and Belgium, 
have doubled since 1938. On the other hand, the United 
Kingdom's share of total imports of passenger cars, which were 
nearly trebled in 1949 compared with 1938, increased from 5 per 
cent. before the war (United States 95 per cent.) to 88 per cent. 
in 1949 (United States 10 per cent.) and there has been a similar 
switch in the case of freight vehicles and motor cycles, while the high 
United Kingdom share in the imports of pedal cycles has been 
more than maintained. 

Canadian imports of cement increased from 17 thousand Ibs. in 
1938 to 799 thousand Ibs. in 1949 mainly as a result of larger supplies 
from the United States, but the United Kingdom share rose from 
12 to 20 per cent., while the Belgian share dropped from 71 to 7 per 
cent. Imports of linoleum in 1949 were more than three times 
their pre-war level, about four-fifths being supplied by this country 
and the remainder by the United States. The United Kingdom 
share in the higher imports of common window glass increased from 
38 per cent. in 1938 to 57 per cent. last year, mainly at the expense 
of Belgian glass ; in the case of plate glass, while the United Kingdom 
share of the trade (also larger than pre-war) was maintained, the 
United States share increased and the Belgian share again decreased. 
The quantity of whisky imported from the United Kingdom in 
1949 was only 7 per cent. higher than in 1938 when 99 per cent. 
of the total came from this country, whereas imports from the United 
States last year accounted for nearly half the quantity, but only 
37 per cent. of the value of total imports.

Exports of Commodities 


The commodity structure of Canadian export trade is highly 
specialized and continues to consist predominantly of agricultural 
and forestry products and non-ferrous metals, although machinery 
(particularly farm machinery) and vehicles have been taking an 


increasing share in the total in recent years. Recent movements 
in the value of exports of the main groups of commodities are shown 
in Table 1. 

Exports of the most important group—wood, wood products 
and paper—were increasing in value between 1946 and 1948 but 
declined in the first three quarters of 1949 although there was some 
recovery in the fourth quarter. Low exports in the early part of 
1949 are possible results of dollar shortages in importing countries 
and the incipient business recession in the United States. Exports 
of agricultural and vegetable products, iron and products and non- 
ferrous metals and products have also been expanding since 1946 
and in each quarter of 1949, except the last, have been higher than 
in the corresponding quarter of 1948. ports of the non-metallic 
minerals group also continued to increase until 1948 but declined in 
1949, partly because of decreased exports of asbestos in the first 
half of the year, following a strike ; the exclusion of coal exports 
to Newfoundland from the trade returns affects this comparison, 
as from April 1, 1949. Exports of animals and animal products 
were exceptionally high in 1948 but low in 1949 (particularly the 
first three quarters), the total value of one of the main commodities 
(bacon and ham) being only one-third of the 1948 value. In con- 
trast to the general trend, exports of fibre and textile products have 
been decreasing since 1946 and in 1949 the total value amounted to 
less than half the total value in 1946. The chemicals yroup has 
also been declining since 1947 and in the miscellaneous group the 
upward and downward movements are influenced by the variations 
in exports of ships. 

The United States is the main market for all the leading items of

Canadian exports, except wheat and wheat flour, and the expansion 
of Canadian exports between 1938 and 1949 is reflected in general 
in increased exports to the United States. Table 3 shows the quan- 
tities of the principal commodities exported in 1938, 1948 and 1949. 
The quantities of wood products exported to the United States 
were considerably higher in 1949 than in 1938 (in particular, planks 
and boards, woodpulp and newsprint) while among the food and 
animal groups barley, oats, rye, seed potatoes, fresh lobsters, whisky, 
live cattle and mink skins were all exported in greater quantities 
than before the war. Non-ferrous metals (copper, lead, nickel and 
zinc), agricultural machinery and crude rubber have become much 
more important items in Canadian exports to the United States 
while there have also been increased exports of crude asbestos and 
milled fibres, and fertilizers. 

Canadian exports to the United Kingdom have become even 
more concentrated than they were before the war ; almost half the 
total value of exports to the United Kingdom in 1949 was accounted 
for by two items—wheat and wheat flour—the exports of which 
were double the quantities exported in 1938. There was a decline 
in the quantities of non-ferrous metals, tobacco, planks and boards 
and mink skins sent to this country compared with pre-war as well as 
in some of the other foodstuffs. Exports of crude asbestos and 
milled fibres were, however, maintained and there were increased 
exports of woodpulp and zinc ore 

Exports to other countries which have increased from negligible 
quantities before the war are locomotives to India, crude rubber and 
tractors to France and linseed and flax-seed oil to the Union of 
South Africa and Germany. On the other hand total exports of 
passenger cars have declined: exports to the leading market Australia 
have been halved although exports to the Union of South Africa 
have been maintained. 


Newfoundland in Canadian Trade Statistics 


In making comparisons between Canadian trade in 1949 and 
trade in earlier years it should be remembered that from April 1, 
1949, Newfoundland’s trade with countries other than Canada is 
included in Canadian trade statistics and Canadian trade with 
Newfoundland is excluded. Before that date Newfoundland’s 
trade with other countries was recorded separately by the New- 
foundland Government and Canadian trade with Newfoundland 
was included in Canadian trade statistics. ‘The effects of this change 
on total trade figures are slight, less than 2 per cent. on Canadian 
imports in 1948 and less than 1 per cent. on exports. ‘The effect 
on trade in certain commodities and with certain countries is, however, 
more significant ; while it has not been possible to make any adjust- 
ment for this in the tables which follow it may be helpful to indicate 
the commodities mainly affected. 

Newfoundland’s imports include a wide variety of products, 
chiefly foodstuffs and manufactures for consumption and _ since 
the war about half of these imports have come from countries other 
than Canada, of which approximately four-fifths came from the 
United States and one-eighth from the United Kingdom. It is 
difficult to determine the extent to which individual commodities 
in Canadian imports in 1949 are affected but some idea of the in- 
cidence of the change on the commodities shown in Table 2 may 
be seen from the following figures relating to the year ended 
March 31, 1948 (based on the latest detailed Newfoundland returns) : 
in that year Newfoundland imported 3,593 bicycles and tricycles 
from the United Kingdom, 1,081 thousand Ibs. of tea from Ceylon, 
and from the United States 731 motor trucks, buses and chassis, 
936 motor cars and chassis, 116 diesel and semi-diesel engines, 
27,220 boxes of oranges and 150 thousand lbs. of uncoloured sheetings, 
pillow cottons, plain shirting cambrics, longcloths, nainsooks and 
flannelettes ; on the other hand Canadian imports from Newfound- 
land are confined to a few commodities—mainly iron ore, fish, whale 
oil, fluorspar and copper concentrates—none of which are included 
among the important Canadian imports shown in Table 2. 

In contrast Newfoundland exports to countries other than Canada 
are highly specialized while exports from Canada to Newfoundland 
are more varied, Fishery and forestry products account for more 
than two-thirds of Newfoundland exports (five-sixths of the forestry 
exports being newsprint) while iron ore, lead and zine account for 
one-fifth. Since the war approximately two-fifths of exports to 
countries other than Canada have gone to the United States and 
one-fifth to the United Kingdom. Other destinations have been 
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‘First Preliminary Results of the Census of 
Production for 1948 


In this Survey are presented the first preliminary results of the Census of Production for 1948. Further preliminary results covering 
other industries and trades included in the Census will be published in later issues. 


HE 1948 Census of Production was taken in accordance with the 

provisions of Section 2 of the Statistics of Trade Act, 1947, which 

lays down that the Board of Trade shall, for the purpose of providing 
general surveys of the state of trade and business, take a Census of 
Production in respect of the year 1948 and of every subsequent year. 
In the schedule to the Act there were specified a number of matters 
about which questions might be asked, their scope being sufficient 
to permit an effective analysis of important aspects of production. 
The Census of Production (Returns and Exempted Persons) Order, 
1948, provided that forms for the 1948 Census might include questions 
on any of the matters set out in the Schedule to the Act. 

The range of questions in the 1948 Census of Production was 
greater than that in pre-war Censuses, which were taken under the 
powers given in the Census of Production Acts, 1906 and 1917. 
From 1933 onwards additional Inquiries were carried out as authorized 
by the Import Duties Act, 1932. This Act included wider powers 
than the Census of Production Acts to obtain information about 
output and meterials. In 1935 the Census was supplemented by 
such an Inquiry. ‘The last Import Duties Act Inquiry was carried 
out in respect of the year 1937, with some supplementary information 
relating to 1938. The outbreak of war interrupted work on this 
Inquiry and by that time it was possible to complete and publish 
preliminary reports on the iron and steel and textile groups of 
trades only. ‘Tabulation of the returns has since been completed 
and the results are included in the present series of reports on the 
1948 Census. It should be pointed out, however, that except for 
those trade reports published before the war, it has not been prac- 
ticable to refer queries back to the firms concerned except for really 
important discrepancies relating to major products. The margin 
of error resulting is not believed to affect seriously the main 
aggregates. 

In the present tables comparisons are also given with 1935, the 
year of the last complete Census. Summary figures are included 
relating to the 1946 Partial Census in trades where these are available. 
In that Census a number of questions were asked for the first time 
in accordance with the suggestions made by the Census of Production 
Committee appointed by the President of the Board of Trade in 
June 1945. The results obtained in response to these questions 
were referred to the 1948 Census of Production Advisory Committee, 
who recommended a number of amendments. Many of the revised 
questions were included in the forms for the 1948 Census. So far 
as the present series of preliminary reports is concerned the only 
data arising from these new questions that will be included relate to 
working proprietors, wages and salaries, certain aggregates of stocks 
and work-in-progress, the cost of plant, machinery and vehicles 
acquired and relinquished during the year, and the capital cost of 
new buildings acquired during the year. 

Area Covered 

Pre-war Censuses covered productive operations carried out in 
Great Britain, but Censuses in Northern Ireland were conducted 
at the same time by the Ministry of Commerce of Northern Ireland. 
The results of the Northern Ireland Censuses were incorporated 
in the reports, which thus covered the whole of the United Kingdom. 
Similar arrangements were made for the 1946 Partial Census. The 
Northern Ireland Government did not take a Census of Production 
for 1948 ; the figures for that year, therefore, relate to Great Britain 
only. 

Scope of the Census 

In accordance with Section 2 (2) of the Statistics of Trade Act, 
the 1948 Census covered undertakings in the field of industrial 
production, including building and contracting, public utilities, 
mines and quarries. Firms mainly engaged in repairing were 
included if they worked for the trade but not if they worked direct!y 
for the public. Laundry work, dyeing and dry cleaning, wig- 
making and flax scutching, which were excluded from the 1935 
Census, were included for 1948, but taxidermy and wholesale 
photography remained outside the Census. 

Trade Classification 

In the 1948 Census, establishments are classified to trades 

according to the nature of their major products and so far as possible 


in accordance with the Standard Industrial Classification. The 
Report on each trade includes a note on the minimum list headings 
covered by the Report. The trade classification differs in many 
cases from that adopted in the Reports for the 1935 Census and the 
1937 Inquiry. So far as possible the returns made in 1935 and 1937 
have, in the 1948 Reports, been reclassified so as to make the earlier 
figures comparable with the 1948 figures. For this reason certain 
of the figures quoted in the 1948 Reports for the earlier years differ 
from the figures already published in the 1935 and 1937 Reports. 

In some cases it has not been possible to reclassify the pre-war 
returns. In all such cases a reference to the limited comparability 
is included in the introduction to the 1948 Report. 


Exclusion of Small Firms 

An experiment was made in 1935 with a very simplified form for 
firms in the Bread and Flour Confectionery Trade who employed 
ten persons or fewer. Simplified forms of this kind were sent in 
1946 and 1948 to small firms in a number of other trades, but, apart 
from these, firms employing ten or fewer persons were required 
only to furnish information about the number of persons employed 
and the nature of their business. Figures relating to smal! firms, 
including those who made simplified returns, are wholly excluded 
from the preliminary reports. 


Contents of the Preliminary Reports 

The statistics presented in the preliminary reports are provisional, 
excluding information relating to small firms and to certain larger 
establishments whose returns have not yet been received or verified. 
The deficiency on the latter account is not substantial ; an estimate 
of its extent will be included in each report. ‘The data to be included 
in the preliminary reports will be presented in five tables :-— 

I Summary figures of the value of gross and net output, materials 
and fuel purchased and used, amounts paid for work given 
out, the amount of excise duty and/or subsidy included in 
the value of gross output (where appropriate), wages and salaries, 
the number of employees, net output per person employed 
and the number of establishments. 

Il Summary figures of stocks and work-in-progress at the 
beginning and end of the year. 

III Aggregates of the cost of plant, machinery and vehicles 
acquired and relinquished during the year. 

IV Capital cost of new buildings acquired during the year. 

V_ Detailed figures of employment, wages and salaries. 

So far as possible, comparable figures will be given in Table I, 
for 1946, 1937 and 1935 ; and in Table V for 1937 and 1935. No 
figures in respect of earlier years are available for comparison in 
Tables III and IV 


Duplication in the value of gross output and cost of materials 

The figures of gross output and cost of materials both include a 
large amount of duplication owing to the fact that the finished pro- 
ducts of one establishment frequently form the materials of another. 
Duplication may arise in related trades and also, although co a 
relatively smaller extent, in related establishments in the same trade. 
Whenever duplication occurs in the gross output of a trade, corres- 
ponding amounts are included in the aggregate cost of materials ; 
the net output of the trade is, therefore, free of duplication. 
Symbols used 

The following symbols will be used throughout the reports :-— 

+ equals not available. 
— equals nil or negligible (less than half the final digit shown). 


Instructions for Making Returns 


The following notes explain the meaning of the terms used in 
the tables and will help in the interpretation of the preliminary 
reports by outlining the general instructions given to firms on the 
way in which returns were to be completed. 

In many trades it was found necessary to amend or supplement 
the general instructions in order to fit the special circumstances 
of the particular trade. In so far as these supplementary instructions 
affect the basis of the figures returned, a note of explanation is 
included in the Report on the trade concerned. In interpreting 
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the figures in any particular Report, it is thus necessary to bear in 
mind the explanations and qualification accompanying the Report, 
as well as the general instructions summarized below. 

Period Covered 

Establishments were required to make returns for the calendar 
year 1948 though if the calendar year was not their year of account, 
a return for a business year ending between April 5, 1948 and 
April 6, 1949, was accepted. A similar concession was made at 
pre-war censuses. 

Valuation of Output 

The value required at the 1946 and 1948 Censuses was the net 
selling value of all goods made at the establishment and sold in the 
year of return, whether the goods were produced in that year or not. 
Merchanted or factored goods were specifically excluded. For 
industries such as building, shipbuilding, cinematograph film pro- 
duction, etc., however, in which the productive processes are complex 
and extend over long periods, areturn of the value of work done in 
the year was required. Net selling value was interpreted as the amount 
charged to customers whether on an ex-works or delivered basis 
and net of any trade discounts, agents’ commissions, allowances for 
returnable cases, purchase tax, etc. However, in the case of goods 
charged on a delivered basis to customers overseas, firms were 
required to give the f.o.b. value. 

Where separate returns were made for different departments of 
the same firm, and goods produced in one department were used in 
another department, the goods were required to be included in the 
output of the first (producing) department, and in the materials of 
the second (using) department, on the basis of the charge that would 
have been made to an independent purchaser buying similar quan- 
tities. Where the system of internal book-keeping adopted did not 
give a sufficiently close approximation to this (e.g., where transfers 
were made at cost, with all the profit shown at the final stage), the 
firm was instructed to make an appropriate adjustment in its return. 

At pre-war censuses, the position was different on these three 
points. Net selling value related to the actual production of each 
item specified, i.e., sales during the year of goods made by the firm 
plus the book value of stocks at the end minus the book value of stocks 
at the beginning of the year. Goods which were sold were valued 
at the actual amount charged to customers after deduction, inter 
alia, of payments to other firms for carriage outwards. Where 
separate returns were made for different departments of the same 
firm, transfers of goods between them were included at the values at 
which they were entered in the firm’s books. 


Commission Work and Intermediate Products 

Establishments working on commission or for the trade on materials 
given out to them by other firms were required to state, as the value 
of their output, only the net amount charged by them to customers. 
Where the work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing firms 
covered by the Census, the value of the goods is included in the 
final selling values as recorded by these firms, who were instructed 
to record separately the amounts paid to other firms for such work. 
Stocks and Work in Progress 

Firms were required to give particulars of the value of finished 
products and of materials and fuel held in stock at the beginning 
and end of the year of return (and for a few important commodities 
both quantities and values), together with the value of work in 
Progress at these two dates. 

Gross Output 

The gross output of a trade is the total value of goods made and 
other work done during the year. Alternatively, it is the value 
of sales and other work done plus the value at the end of the year of 
work in progress and of finished products in stock minus the corres- 
ponding values at the beginning of the year. From this sum has 
also to be deducted any payment made to other firms for transport 
outwards to offset a like amount included in the recorded value of 
goods sold. 

Firms which undertook merchanting or factoring transactions 
in addition to their manufacturing business, i.e., the purchase and 
re-sale of goods which undergo no intervening manufacturing 
process, were instructed to exclude from their return particulars in 
respect of these transactions. 

Materials and Fuel 

The total cost of materials and fuel purchased includes all ma- 
terials purchased during the year for use in the production of goods ; 
fuel, oil, gas and electricity purchased for all purposes ; packing 
and workshop materials ; office materials ; water charges ; materials 
for repairs to the firm's own buildings, plant and vehicles when 
carried out by their own workpeople ; and consumable tools pur- 
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chased to replace those worn out during the year, together with 
replacement parts for machinery. ‘The cost of these materials 
should, of course, include any duty paid and transport charges to 
the firm’s works other than transport carried out by the firm’s own 
staff. Firms were instructed to exclude the value of any materials 
supplied by customers for processing, and also the cost of any goods 
purchased for re-sale without further processing. 

The cost of materials used in the year is arrived at by adjusting 
the total cost of materials purchased by the change in value of stocks 
of materials between the beginning and end of the year. 

As explained above, materials transferred between departments 
of one firm are recorded at prices which would have been charged 
to an independent buyer ; this contrasts with instructions at pre-war 
inquiries when firms were instructed to include materials so transferred 
at the amount credited to the producing department. 


Work Given Out 

Firms giving out work to other firms (or to any of their depart- 
ments for which separate returns were made) were required to state 
the amount paid for such work done in the year. In certain trades 
separate particulars were collected concerning the principal kinds 
of work given out. 


Net Output 

The net output of a trade is defined as in previous censuses as 
the amount left after deducting from the value of the gross output 
the aggregate of the cost of materials and fuel used and the amount 
paid for work given out. This residual figure represents the value 
added to materials by the process of production and constitutes the 
fund from which wages, salaries, rents, rates and taxes, advertising 
and other selling expenses, and all other similar charges have to be 
met, and from which depreciation and profits are provided. 


Persons Employed and Working Proprietors 

Firms, other than limited companies, were required to state the 
number of working proprietors engaged in the business. If the 
business was a partnership, all active partners were to be included, 
as well as members of their families who worked in it without re- 
ceiving fixed wages or salaries. Persons working less than half the 
normal hours were to be excluded. At the pre-war censuses, 
working proprietors were included as “ persons employed.’ Firms 
were required to classify persons employed by them under the two 
headings of (i) operatives and (ii) administrative, technical and 
clerical employees. 

‘* Administrative, technical and clerical staff’’ includes directors 
(other than those paid by fee only), managers, superintendents and 
works foremen ; research, experimental, development, technical 
and design employees other than operatives ; draughtsmen and 
tracers ; travellers and office (including works office) employees. 

** Operatives ’’ includes all other classes of employees, i.e., broadly 
speaking, all manual wage-earners. The figures include operatives 
engaged in outside work of erection, fitting, etc., in Great Britain, 
as well as those employed in or about the factory or works ; inspec- 
tors, viewers and similar workers ; and operatives employed in 
transport work, stores and warehouses (unless employed at a separate 
selling or transport organization). 

All of these figures were to exclude persons required in connection 
with any merchanting business carried on by the firm, all canteen 
employees, and outworkers. 

In trades where they are employed, the number of outworkers 
employed at four dates in the year was required to be stated, out- 
workers being defined as persons employed by the firm who worked 
on materials supplied by the firm but did not work on the premises. 
Employees of sub-contractors were not to be included. 

The particulars required related to the persons on the pay-roll 
in certain specified weeks, whether full-time or part-time employees, 
including those temporarily absent from work through sickness or 
holidays, but excluding those who were stood-off or who were on 
strike for the whole of the week. 

Firms were required to state the numbers employed in the pay- 
week ended on or about September 25, 1948 (or September 27, 1947, 
if the return covered a period ended before September 25, 1948), 
distinguishing males and females and those under 18 years of age. 
The number of operatives employed in a specified week in each 
month of the per’od covered by the return was also required. 

The main differences between the figures for 1948 and those 
obtained before the war are that the latter included working pro- 
prietors in administrative, technical and clerical staff, and works 
foremen in the operatives. 

Wages and Salaries 
Firms were required to state the amount paid during each quarter 
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of the year of return to operatives and to administrative, technical 
and clerical staff. Payments to working proprietors, whether 
salaries or not, were to be excluded. ‘The amounts returned were 
to include all bonuses and commissions, and were to be stated before 
deductions for income tax, insurance, contributory pensions, etc. 
Payments in kind, travelling expenses, lodging allowances, etc., 
were to be ignored. 

Substantially these particulars constitute new Census information. 
There were no pre-war figures of comparable scope because the 
Census of Production Act, 1906, did not authorize questions about 
wages paid to be included in a Census of Production. However, 
in conjunction with the 1935 Census a voluntary enquiry was con- 
ducted by the Ministry of Labour into the total wage bills of firms 
making Census returns. The proportion of respondent firms 
sending replies which could be directly related to Census of Pro- 
duction data varied widely in different trades, but they provided 
a basis for estimating the approximate relationship between net 
output and the total wages bill of each trade in 1935. The available 
data, together with an indication of the size of the sample and the 
extent to which they were representative, were published for each 
trade in the Final Report on the 1935 Census. In many trades 
these figures will need to be used with caution in view of the sub- 
sequent reclassification in accordance with the Standard Industrial 
Classification. 

Plant and Machinery and Vehicles 

Firms were required to state the total value of plant and machinery 

and vehicles acquired and disposed of during the year, including 
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all items counted for the purpose of computing income tax wear and 
tear allowances. Firms assessed on a renewals basis were required 
to give the total cost of plant, etc., acquired during the year, whether 
for renewals or expansion. Railway sidings owned by firms were 
to be included as “ plant.’”” The value of plant, etc., acquired, 
whether new or second-hand, was to be assessed at the actual cost 
less any discounts received but including the cost of transport and 
installation. In respect of items disposed of, the proceeds of sales 
were to be stated, including the estimated proceeds of insurance 
claims for plant, etc., destroyed or damaged. 


New Buildings 

Firms were required to give particulars of the values of buildings 
and land, including office buildings, used in connection with the 
output detailed in their returns. The figures were to include par- 
ticulars of canteens and their facilities within the site area of the 
establishment but not sports grounds and land held for future 
development. 


Table IV shows the aggregate of the capital expenditure (computed 
on income tax principles) on new buildings and on extensions and 
reconstruction of old buildings. Firms were required to include 
in this expenditure the cost of replacing any buildings destroyed by 
fire or war damage, but not the purchase price of buildings which 
had already had use, nor site values. The expenditure was to be 
that taken into account for the year, irrespective of the date of com- 
pletion of the work, and was to include the value of work of a capital 
nature done by a firm’s own labour force. 


Linen and Soft 


HIS REPORT on the Linen and Soft Hemp Trade relates to 

establishments engaged wholly or mainly in the spinning and 
weaving of linen and soft hemp, and which employed more than 
ten persons on the average during the year. It is estimated that 
over 99 per cent. of the total net output of these establishments is 
covered by the returns which have been compiled for inclusion in 
this report. ‘The establishments in this trade, together with those 
in the Flax Processing Trade, correspond to those under minimum 
list heading 115 in the Standard Industrial Classification. 

Establishments in this trade in Northern Ireland were not covered 
in 1948. For 1937 and 1935, separate figures for Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland are given in Table I—General Summary ; the 
other tables relate to Great Britain only.

HIS REPORT on the Textile Packing Trade relates to establish- 
ments engaged wholly or mainly in the packing and making-up 
of textile goods for other firms, and which employed more than 


ten persons on the average during the year. ‘The term “‘ making-up ”’ 
refers to the making-up of consignments of goods 1n different lengths, 
folds or shapes, or with special tickets, tapes, parcelling, etc., as 
required for various destinations or customers and not to the making-up 
of materials into finished goods, such as articles of clothing. It is 
estimated that about 98 per cent. of the total net output of the 
establishments referred to for 1948 is covered by the returns which 
have been compiled for inclusion in this report. ‘The establishments 
in this trade correspond to those under minimum list heading 123(3) 
in the Standard Industrial Classification. 

A large number of returns made in this trade in 1935 were in 
respect of the packing departments of merchant converters for 
which in 1948 separate returns were not made. The figures for the 
two years are not, therefore, strictly comparable. 

Establishments in this trade in Northern Ireland (which are 
excluded in 1948) accounted in 1935 for less than 6 per cent. of the 
net output for the United Kingdom.

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The New Republic of India 


HE inauguration of the Republic of India was formally announced 

in New Delhi on January 26, 1950, and the new Constitution 

came into effect. It will be recalled, however, that in April 1949, 
India affirmed at the Commonwealth Ministers’ Conference in 
London her desire to *‘ continue her full membership of the Common- 
wealth of Nations and her acceptance of the King as the symbol 
of the free association of its independent member nations and as 
such the head of the Commonwealth.’ The last Governor-General 
of India, before administering the oath of office to the new President, 
read a proclamation announcing that “ India, that is Bharat, shall 
be a Union of States, comprising within the Union the territories 
which were hitherto the Governors’ Provinces, the Indian States 
and the Chief Commissioners’ Provinces.”’ 

It is, therefore, no longer correct to refer to India as a Dominion 
or to her constituent States as Provinces. Some of the States are 
new units resulting from the process of integration of the numerous 
Princely States which represented about 45 per cent. of the area of 
pre-Partition India and varied in size from a few acres to an area as 
great as that of the United Kingdom. The names of these new 
States will be unfamiliar as yet to the majority of exporters and the 


following list with the accompanying sketch map is given for their 
guidance. It will be noted that the names of several of the former 
Provinces have been retained ; most of these have, however, been 
increased in area by the merger of adjacent Princely States and other 
territories formerly administered separately.

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United Kingdom Trade and Payments 
Agreement with Paraguay 


PARAGUAYAN MISSION, headed by Dr. O. Chavez, Under 

Secretary for Foreign Affairs, who was accompanied by Dr. R. 
Zaldivar, Director of the Bank of Paraguay, arrived in London on March 
12 for the purpose of entering into discussions on Trade and Payments 
matters with Departments of H.M. Government. Dr. Ramirez 
Boettner, Paraguayan Charge d’Affaires in London, took part in 
all the discussions. 


H.M. Government were glad to welcome the first Paraguayan 
Economic Mission to visit London for a long time. The discussion 
which followed between the Paraguayan Mission and a United King- 
dom Delegation representative of H.M. Treasury and the Bank of 
England, the Foreign Office, the Board of Trade and the Ministry of 
Food, were both cordial and constructive and led to the signature of a 
Trade and Payments Agreement which will very shortly be published 
and laid before Parliament. ‘The Agreement is subject to ratification 
and ratifications will be exchanged as soon as possible in Asuncion. 
The Payments Clauses of the new Agreement maintain the present 
provisions for the settlement in sterling of payments between residents 
of Paraguay and the sterling area. ‘The Agreement will, unless 
terminated by either party on three months’ notice, remain in force 
for three years. 

As regards trade, an extremely useful exchange of views took 
place. With the increasing relaxation of controls over imports into 
the United Kingdom, the United Kingdom should provide an 
expanding outlet for important Paraguayan exports ; correspondingly, 
subject to availability of sterling exchange, United Kingdom exports 
will find a market in Paraguay. The two Delegations decided that it 
was not necessary or practicable to attempt to express prospective 
trade in terms of detailed quotas, but undertakings in general terms 
relating to trade were included in the new Agreement. These 
undertakings include the reciprocal granting of Most-Favoured- 
Nation treatment in the matter of import duties and formalities. 


Trade and Payments Agreement 
between Egypt and Yugoslavia 


DETAILS were published in the Egyptian Journal Officiel on 

February 16 of the Commercial and Payments Agreements signed 
last year between Egypt and Yugoslavia. Egyptian exports to Yugo- 
slavia will include cotton, phosphates and salt, while Yugoslav exports 
to Egypt will include timber, caustic soda, marble and building stone 
and white maize. The Payments Agreement provides for the clearing 
of all payments between the two countries through a ‘ Collector 
Account’? in Egyptian pounds opened in the National Bank of 
Egypt in the name of the National Bank of Yugoslavia. The Agree- 
ments are to remain in force for a year from the date of signature 
and with the agreement of both parties may be renewed two months 
before the date of expiry. Copies of the two agreements, in French, 
may be seen on application at the Board of Trade, Tariff Section 
of the Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Room 1124, 
Thames House (North), Millbank, London, S.W.1. 


Swiss Law on Agency Agreements 


on agency agreements, Which came into force on January 1,

Contracts between agents operating in Switzerland and foreign 
principals are subject to Swiss law. ‘The provisions of the new law, 
several of which are framed to protect the Swiss agent, relate to the 
obligations of the agent, the scope of his activities, the obligations 
of the principal including the payment and extent of commission 
due to the agent, and the termination of the contract. Agency 
agreements which had been concluded before the entry into force 
of the new law must be adapted to its provisions within the next two 
years. One or two clauses are immediately applicable to existing 
contracts,

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Financial Agreement with Israel 

Signed 
ISCUSSIONS which have been going on for the last few weeks 
between representatives of the Governments of the United King- 
dom and of Israel relating to financial matters arising out of the 
termination of the Mandate for Palestine have resulted in an Agree- 
ment, which was signed at the Treasury in London on March 30, 1950, 
by Sir James Crombie on behalf of the United Kingdom, and by 


Mr. David Horowitz, Director-General of the Ministry of Finance, 
on behalf of Israel. 


The Agreement will be published as a White Paper. 


The Financial Agreement provides for the full and final settlement 
of financial matters outstanding between the two Governments as a 
result of the termination of the Mandate for Palestine. 


By its terms the Israel Government will make available sums 
totalling £11-4 million as a general settlement of all claims and 
counter-claims and for payments towards the discharge of the 
liabilities of the Mandatory Government and for assets of His Majesty's 
Government transferred by the Agreement. This figure is made up of 
(a) the release of moneys in respect of funds in Israel of the Mandatory 
Government, (b) contributions towards the servicing of Palestine 
3 per cent. stock guaranteed by His Majesty’s Government, the settle- 
ment of claims against the Mandatory Government in Israel and the 
payment of abolition benefits and pensions to certain former officials 
of the Mandatory Government, and (c) the relinquishment of the 
share in the anticipated surplus of the Palestine Currency Board which 
would have been allocable to Israel. 

Provision is made for the Israel Government to take over an appro- 
priate share of the assets and liabilities relating to Palestine Bearer 
Bonds. 


Certain funds amounting to £1,398,000 held by the Palestine 
Custodian of Enemy Property will be credited to the Israel Govern- 
ment, who undertake to deal with these in accordance with the terms 
of any Agreements made by the United Kingdom with the countries 
concerned, and an amount now in Israel of £1,793,000 in respect of the 
property of ex-enemy subjects will be put at the disposal of the Israel 
Government. 


Claims against the Mandatory Government by residents in Israel 
will be dealt with by His Majesty’s Government within its sole 
discretion. 


Having taken account of the amounts credited against the total 
sum mentioned above in respect of recurrent and other liabilities 
assumed by Israel and the share of assets relinquished by that Govern- 
ment, the balance of approximately £3,716,000 will be discharged by 
an immediate payment by Israel of £1,118,000 and by funding of 
£2,598,400 over a period of 15 years at an interest rate of 1 per cent. 


It is the hope and belief of the two Governments that the Agreement 
thus concluded will dispose of all financial issues arising out of the 
termination of the Mandate for Palestine which might otherwise 
have been a source of continuing friction between them. 


Canada’s Overseas Trade—( Continued) 


Central and South America for fishery products and Europe for 
minerals and fishery products. Some indication of the effects of 
the change in trade statistics in 1949 on exports of the commodities 
shown in Table 3 may be seen from the fact that in the year ended 
March 31, 1948, Newfoundland exported 75-5 million Ibs of sulphite 
pulp, 66 thousand cords of pulpwood and 110 million lbs. of news- 
print to United Kingdom and 1,920 thousand Ibs. of lobsters and 
395 million Ibs. of newsprint to United States. On the other hand 
Canadian exports to Newfoundland of any of the commodities or 
groups of commodities in the Tables 1 and 3 were small in relation 
to total exports of the commodity in 1948: wheat flour and beef 
and veal amounted to 3 per cent. of total while no more than 1 per 
cent was represented by bacon and hams, motor cars and chassis, 
fertilizers (other than ammonium sulphate) and linseed and flax-seed 
oil. The group of commodities which was most affected was non- 
metallic minerals where in 1948 the value of Canadian exports of 
coal to Newfoundland amounted to 31 per cent. of total coal exports 
and 4 per cent. of the total of the group. 
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Finland-Iceland Trade Agreement 


TRADE Agreement between Finland and Iceland was signed 
in Helsinki on March 6, 1950. The Agreement covers the period 
March 1, 1950, to February 28, 1951, and provides for trade of 
£430,000 in each direction. 


Finnish exports to Iceland will include sawn goods, pitprops, 
plywood, newsprint, other paper, paper and cardboard products, 
and miscellaneous manufactured goods. 

Icelandic exports to Finland will include herrings, herring oil and 
meal, sheeps intestines, and cured sheepskins.

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Syria-Lebanon Customs Union 


ON March 14 the Syrian Government announced the suspension of 

the Customs Union between Syria and Lebanon. It is reported 
that the following provisional measures have since been adopted by 
the Syrian Authorities :— 

All commercial transactions between Syria and the Lebanon must 
be in conformity with the regulations of the exchange office. Travel- 
lers going to or coming from the Lebanon are allowed to carry no 
more than 50 Syrian pounds. 


Transport of merchandise from the Lebanon to Syria is prohibited 
except for goods in transit, non-dutiable goods and fuel oils. 


Customs and observation posts other than those in existence will be 
set up along the frontiers and a rigid control will be maintained over 
contraband. 

Syrians will only be permitted to travel to the Lebanon in cases of 
necessity and with special permits. 

It is reported that the Lebanese Authorities have adopted the 
following temporary measures :— 

Goods consigned to Syria will be allowed to pass through the 
Lebanon in transit. A deposit or guarantee must be lodged with the 
Lebanese Customs Authorities before merchandise can be cleared. 
Such deposit will be refunded against proof payment of Syrian Customs 
duties. 

Where goods have been consigned showing Beirut as destination 
but are in fact intended for the Syrian market, they may on arrival at 
Beirut be diverted to the free zone and they will then be treated as 
goods in transit. 

Where goods are cleared by Lebanese Customs, payment of duty 
must be made in Lebanese pounds. Syrian pounds are no longer 
accepted. 

The following articles may now be imported into the Lebanon duty 
free: wheat, butter, meat, vevetables and cotton. 


Apart from these measures it is reported that the Lebanese Customs 
Authorities have been allowing the free passage of goods destined for 
Syria. On March 25, the Lebanese Government closed the frontier 
to all goods of Syrian origin destined for the Lebanon. Goods from 


Syria are, however, still permitted to pass through the Lebanon in 
transit. 


Tax Modifications in the Dominican 
Republic 


H's MAJESTY’S MINISTER at Ciudad Trujillo has reported 

that by virtue of a law passed on December 15, 1949, and operative 
from January 1, 1950, the former sales tax of 14 per cent. is abolished 
and substituted by a 5 per cent. tax on gross value of imported goods 
and those produced in the Republic, either for internal consumption 
or export. 

On sugar and, molasses for export, the new tax is 1 per cent., and 
the importation and sale of rice, beans, maize, bananas and other market 
garden produce are exempt from the new measure. 

The law will apply to all goods in stock as at December 31, 1949 
and the tax is payable only once. (The 1} per cent. tax was levied 
each time an article changed hands.)

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Indian Import Control 


Tractors 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 

forwarded a copy of Public Notice No. 1 (17)—I.T.C./50 issued 
by the Indian Ministry of Commerce on March 18, 1950, which 
gives the general principles on which import licences for tractors and 
matched implements will be granted. ‘Those which apply to imports 
from the United Kingdom are as follows :— 


1. Tractors having less than 15 D.B. H.P. when operating on power 

kerosene or high speed diesel oil will not be allowed to be imported. 
Tractors operating on petrol, irrespective of horse power, will not be 
allowed to be imported, 

3. Tractors must have the official certificate from the ‘“ National 
Institute of Agricultural Engineering.” This certificate should accompany 
each application for licence to import. 

4. Licences will be issued to only the accredited agents of the manufac- 
turers, who produce sufficient evidence to show that they have satisfied the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Agriculture that :— 

(a) They have adequate workshop facilities to service the tractors sold 

by them ; and 

(6) have factory trained service engineers competent to undertake proper 

repairs. 

If a particular firm fails to provide these facilities to the satisfaction of 
Government of India, Ministry of Agriculture within a reasonable time 
limit, it will be declared ineligible for grant of further import licences. 

5. ‘Tractors must be imported along with spare parts to the extent of 
20 per cent. of the value of the tractors, 

6. ‘Tractors must be imported along with implements to the extent of 
25 per cent. of the value of the tractors. This condition will be relaxed 
in the case of the importers who can show that they have proved to the 
satisfaction of the Ministry of Agriculture that they have adequate stocks 
of implements which will match the tractors they are importing. 

. The importer must produce to the Government of India, Ministry 
of Agriculture, evidence satisfactory to them to show that he has imported 
the tractors, implements and spare parts within the period of validity of the 
licence, failing which he is liable to be considered by the Chief Controller 
of Imports to be ineligible for the grant of further import licence. 


Surgical Instruments and Appliances 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
telegraphed the tollowing information about import licences granted 
for surgical instruments during the July-December 1949 licensing 
period :— 


During July-December 1949, licences for import from soft currency 
countries of surgical instruments and appliances falling under Serial Nos. 93 
and 94 of Part V of the Import Trade Control schedule were issued to 
cover only a limited range of surgical instruments as mentioned in the 
lists attached to such licences. 

It has been decided that such licences should cover all kinds of surgical 
instruments and appliances falling under Serial Nos. 93 and 94 other than 
those which are classified by Customs Authorities under separate items like 
rubber manufactures, etc. 

Import from soft currency countries of all surgical instruments and 
appliances other than rubber goods made against these licences will be 
allowed clearance. 


Machine Tools 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
telegraphed the following information about the Government of 
India’s policy regarding issue of licences for the import of machine 
tools for the licensing period January to June 1950 :— 


It has been decided that all applications for import of machine tools under 
Part VI of the Import Trade Control schedule should be made to the 
Development Officer (Tools), Directorate General of Industries and Supplies, 
New Delhi. 

Licences for import of machine tools will be granted only for essential 
machine tools subject to non-availability of similar machine tools up to 
Grade I specifications from indigenous sources. Licences will be issued 
liberally to actual users for spares for existing machine tools and for 
specialized machine tools. 

The machine tools which are being manufactured up to Grade “1” 
specification in India are bench lathes, cone pulley type lathes up to 13 ins. 
centre, all-geared head lathes up to 9 ins. centre, bench and pillar type 
drilling machines up to 1$ ins., shaping machines up to 24 ins. Slotting 
machine up to 7 ins., planing machines up to 6 ft. by 3 ft. by 3 ft., hack- 
sawing machines up to 9 ins., double ended tool grinders up to 16 ins., 
power presses up to 25 tons, lathe chucks self-centreing up to 9 ins., lathe 
chucks independent up to 18 ins. and 3-jaw drill chucks up to 1 in. 


Pipes, Tubes and Fittings 


The Indian Trade Journal of March 9, 1950, contains the text of a 
Public Notice issued by the Deputy Iron and Steel Controller, 
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Indian Ministry of Industry and Supply on March 6, 1950, which 
gives the following information about the issue of licences to import 
pipes, tubes and fittings from hard and soft currency countries :— 


Licences will be issued up to a total of 5,000 tons of pipes and 500 tons 
of fittings approximately and applications, supported by firm offers open 
for acceptance up to May 31, 1950, and to be supplied before September 30, 
1950, had to be submitted by March 27, 1950. 


Raw Silk and Silk Waste Yarn 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi has 
forwarded a copy of a Press Note issued by the Indian Ministry of 
Commerce on March 18, 1950, which states that the Government 
of India invites applications up to April 30, 1950, for licences for the 
import of raw silk and silk waste yarn, in the licensing period January- 
June 1950, from the following categories of applicants : State Govern- 
ments, to meet the requirements of the handloom industry ;_ silk 
weaving mills and factories employing power looms ; established 
importers and newcomers.

New Zealand, on March 21, that it is the intention of his Government 
to overhaul the entire New Zealand import licensing system. 


An interim Advisory Committee will be set up as from the middle 
of April to handle urgent aspects of import control, advise the Govern- 
ment on overhauling the present system, recommend the grouping of 
tariff items and compile a list of goods that could be exempted 
altogether from import control. ‘The Committee, the membership 
of which would consist of three people who are independent of trade 
interests, would also make representations on the 1951 licensing 
schedule, which the Government hoped would be in the hands of 
New Zealand traders in July next.

Chile Exchange Regulations 


H™: AMBASSADOR at Santiago reports by telegram that a 
recent Exchange Control Circular to Banks stipulates that all 
future letters of credit opened by Commercial banks in dollars or 
sterling must be financed by themselves against credit of correspon- 
dents abroad. Commercial banks may now only remit after receipt 
of shipping documents. 


A further announcement stipulates that importers may now pre- 
sent import licence applications at any time (except in the case of 
certain listed items) ; but a licence, if granted, will be cancelled if 
the importer does not apply to the bank for foreign exchange within 
20 days of its receipt. An importer possessing credit of his own
